Tuition Problem Properly Adjusted. 

At a meeting of the Bethel 
school board, held last Saturday, it 
was voted to pay the tuition at the 
Academy of several scholars who 
had been shut out by the town ex¬ 
aminations. These are scholars 
who hold diplomas from our gram¬ 
mar school but did not pass the 
examination given the Academy 
students by our superintendent, 
and scholars who have done the 
work in the Academy at least one 
year and did not take the exami¬ 
nation, or who took it but did not 
pass. 

Inasmuch as the News has been 
something of a factor in connec¬ 
tion with the new school problem, 
its position having been several 
times brought before the public by 
outside papers, a word of explana¬ 
tion may not be amiss at this time. 
A few weeks subsequent to the en- 
^actment of the law in question, the 
State Educational Department is¬ 
sued its letter of instruction to the 
town school officers throughout 
the State, as is customary in the 
v,*ase of all new school, legislation. 
In view of the fact that free tuition 
would naturally cause a rush to¬ 
ward the Academy, one of the chief 
requirements was that the local 
school board should examine all 
scholars to ascertain whether or 
not they were up to grade before 
granting tuition. This Idea was a 
highly commendable one but the 
plan for its execution contained a 
fatal loop-hole, as was proven by 
.ihe outcome of things in our own 
town. 

The local school authorities, act.’ 
ing under those instructions, pro¬ 
ceeded to examine all scholars in

the school officers and academies, 
touching, among other things, the 
two points that had been referred 
to him. In this last letter / he 
states that students who hold 
grammar school certificates or 
who have maintained satisfactory 
standing in a second grade school 
for at least one year, may have 
their tuition paid without being 
required to take an examination. 
This is correct and the matter 
seems to be adjusted now to the 
satisfaction of all. The law is all 
rightand has doubtless been hand¬ 
led conscientiously. The only dif¬ 
ficulty has been in applying a gen¬ 
eral rule which was correct in the 
main but which needed to be slight¬ 
ly amended. The amendments 
have been gladly made, kindly as¬ 
sented to and we may now hope 
for a profitable operation of a com¬ 
mendable law. 


the Academy to determine wheth¬ 


er the town woulcl pay their tui¬ 
tion or not. Some three-fourths 
of the students passed the requir¬ 
ed examinations and their bills 
for tuition were approved and 
paid. Those failing to pass their 
examination accepted their fate 
gracefully and paid their tuition. 
Everything passed on in the even 
tenor of its way with little com¬ 
ment, until the News, by mere ac¬ 
cident, awoke one morning to find 
the whole situation at its door 
seeking admission; a hasty com- 
’ment was made and apparently 
the matter dropped, but in reality, 
an investigation began, and when 
we learned that several of the 
scholars whose tuitions were re¬ 
fused were graduates of our gx-am- 
niar school and had diplomas, to 
use the street expression, it slight¬ 
ly jarred us. To think of scholars 
completing the only course 
of study that a town affords, 
'‘being turned out into the world 
and then refused their tui¬ 
tion because they were not found 
by the same town to be qualified to 
take second grade work,seemed In¬ 
consistent. Had they jumped the 
last year in the grammar school as 
some have done that would have 
been another question. 

We did not annoy our local 
schqol authorities as they were 
simply acting in obedience to the 
decree of the State Department, 
but we did issue a point blank pro¬ 
test to the State Superintendent of 
Schools. The outcome of the strict 
execution of his construction Of the 
law as touching the two instances 
noted above was thoroughly dis- 
* cussed 5 and he was reminded that 
acting under those instructions an 
injustice had been done to several 
•f our pupils, and his Solution of 
the embarrassing problem was 
•asked for. He immediately ad- • 
dressed a very pleasant reply, stat- * 
ing his sincere belief in and sym¬ 
pathy with the J principle of the I 
law, and his ambition to have it 1 
work to the satisfaction of ail. I

another letter of instruction to ,
